What If ?

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What if? 


R ecent weather storms have disrupted people’s lives 
and caused extensive property damage. These events 
haven't happened locally, but they do raise the question 
of “how prepared will we be if they did.?” 


Many believe that nothing serious can happen here, but 
if it did, it would be only for a short time, and then all 
would be back to normal. 


For the past year the American government has been 
telling the public to be prepared to take care of them- 
selves for at least 72 hours, as the government won't be 
able to. 


Lately the Canadian government has been repeating 
the same message. 


The original focus of this article was to have been about 
radio equipment and radio skills but if ones family is not 
safe and secure, radio will be the last thing on your mind. 


While we have always been able to cope with bad 
weather, | wonder how far we are from the next ice storm, 
or unusual high windstorm that will disrupt our hydro 
system? 


For most people, no hydro means the basics, heat, 
food, transportation and communications, as we know it 
will not exist or be drastically cutback after the first 12-24 
hours. Houses will be cold, there would be no light, food 
in the fridge would go bad and there would be little water. 
No electricity means no communications. 


Many of us live a life style that requires regular services. 
There is a partially full gas tank, the fridge has a few days 
worth of groceries, there is a small amount of cash on 
hand, and we depend upon our collection of plastic cards 
for these daily services. 


Guess what! No hydro means that the plastic cards 
won't work, and that means no services. You won't be 
able to go to your bank and with draw your money 
because they will be closed and locked due to the power 
failure. Grocery store, gas pumps as well. Check it out! 


Yes, we have heard all this before but what do you have 
on hand now, and what will you do to provide for your 
family? 


With careful planning and preparation you can doa 


great deal to help yourself. 


Make a list of what your basic needs would be and what 
you could do to provide them 


While not a pleasant topic, discuss your plans with your 
family. Think along the lines of an extended camping trip. 
The government advertises a basic list of items on the 
net. Go to the backpacker and survival sites on the net as 
they provide extensive information. 


Many people have portable camp stoves or barbeques 
that can cool full meals. Please don’t cook inside! 
Candles provide light but can easily start fires. Led lights 
provide an equal amount of light and can last of weeks. 
You do have a supply of batteries around the house? In 
the old days many country people would fill the bathtub 
with water in the event of a large storm. This would 
provide water for washing and then flushing. Maybe there 
is a rain barrel that is full? Do you have a chemical toilet 
that could be setup in the garage or shed? 


A couple of gallon containers of water can be frozen 
outside and placed in the fridge converting it to an icebox. 
It works and will keep your food for days! 


These are only a few ideas that can help you. Your 
comfort and security depends upon you and the re- 
sources that you can quickly lay your hands on in time of 
need. 


You do have a couple of gas cans that are full, tucked 
away. 


In the extreme event that you have to evacuate your 
home and relocate to a shelter, do you have all the 
personal medication you need for your family? How about 
copies of important papers? By the way it is illegal to 
make copies of government documents, ie drivers 
license, health cards etc. Go figure. You make the 
decision as to what is best for you! 


It might be a good idea to discuss your plans and ideas 
with others, we all can learn from others and their 
experiences, it can also help us from making dangerous 
mistakes. 


Again this may sound pretty far fetched but look at the 
media reports here in Canada over the past few years 
and remember that you family’s health and security 
depends on what you have on hand, not what your are 
going to do when you get around to it. A
